Quarantine of Several Southern States 


Against New Orleans Affects 


New Orleans railroads are feeling the effect 
of the quarantine which various adjoining 
states have laid against persons coming from 
the pest ridden city. Passenger travel on 
almost all of the roads running into the city 
is at a standstill. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Texas lines are hurt the most 
on account of the action of the Texas board 
of health forbidding any of the roads running 
from New Orleans into the state to sell tick- 
ets to any point in Texas or beyond. 

Nearly all the local points on the Southern 
Pacific and Texas and Pacific lines inside the 
state of Louisiana are quarantined, and the 
entire state of Texas ie. This means that if 
a man in New Orleans wants to go to Ban 
Francisco he will have to get there without 
crossing the state of Texas. 

After receiving this announcement the 
Southern Pacific took off several of ite trains. 
The Louisville and Nashville also was com- 
pelled to retrench its service to Mississippi 
points, and bas taken off all its coast trains 
in and out of New Orleans, maintaining only 
the through service to New York, Washing- 
ton, Chicago, Louisville, and Cincinnati.
